from whence it is eafy to conceive in what a critical fituation 
we are here. We have not only before our eyes the ruins of 
40,000 houfes confumed by fire, but very hately the barracks 
of the Janiffarics were deflroyed by the fame calamity, as well 
as the vat magazines, which contained provilions fur a month 
for the whole garrifon of this capital. This city confumes 
96,000 meafyres of grain weekly; and as the exportation of corn 
from Ruflia hath been forbidden by way of the Black Sea, a 
famine is greatly dreaded, the ufual confequences of which are 
defpair and revolt, efpecially in the prefent unhappy circum{tan- 
ces, when the minds of the people are in a ferment. 

Peterfourgh, O&.8. Divers regiments are aflembling at Mo- 
hilow, and marching from thence fuccellively for the frontiers of 
Turkey, from whence it appears that a war is expected againtt 
the Porte. 

Vienna, O@. 19. The laft letters from Conftantinople ad- 
vife, that tranquility is far from being’ reftored.

Madrid, 08.7. The Comte d’Artois, for whofe return 
fome relays of horfes and carriages had been fent from Madrid, 
hath fufpended his journey, but for how long time is not known. 

The aft letters from Andalufia have brought the moft exact 
lifts of the killed, wounded, and prifoners in the fatal exhibition 
of the floating batteries. ‘The number of killed is 407 ; wound- 
ed 700; drowned 100; prifoners 273. Total 1550. 

Paris, 0.20. Weare potitively afflured that the Comte 
d’Eftaign will have the command of the Windward Iflands ; 
he is to {et out for Madrid, from whence he will go to Cadiz 
toembark. M. de Barras will join him with twelve fhips of the 
line, now fitting out at Breft with the greateft expedition. This 
fquadron will take on board 4000 men; four other regiments 
will embark at Foulon ; and it is added that Comte d’ Eftaign 
will alfo take four other regiments which are now at the camp 
of St Roch. 

Letters from Breft advife, that a fmall {quadrop will fail im- 
mediately to cruize in the Chops of the Channel. This fqua- 
dron will, it is faid, be furnifhed with balls. of a new invention, 

Paris, O02. 24. ‘The negociations for a peace feem to be 
broken up, the propofitions made on the part of the Court of 
London, in the conferences which have been opened, are re- 
je@ted. The contents of thefe propofitions are not mentioned. . 

Paris, 0.25. By letters received yefterday from L’Orient, 
we are informed of the arrival at that port of two American 
privateers, the Alliance gnd the Buccanier. They brought in 
with them five fhipssbclonging to the Jamaica fleet. ‘The Alli- 
ance alone hath taken nine, which fhe conduéted into Ameri- 
can ports. The Buccanier, which was ladeu with tobacco, hath 
taken two. ad 

Laft Sunday a deputation from the Clergy, with the Cardi- 
dinal de Rochefaucalt at their head, who acted as Speaker, pre- 
fenyed to the King a free gift of 15 millions, payable in three 
vears, to repair the fofs which the nation fcftained on the 12th 
of April, and one million more towards the fupport of the wi- 
dows and orphans of the killed. The King feems highly plea- 
fed with this inftance of the patriotifm of the Clergy, 

Paris, Of. 28. Mr Fitzherbert hath received the anfwer of 
his Court with refpeé to the la{t propofitions ; but as this an- 
{wer is to be communicated to the courts of Vienna and Peter- 
fourgh, as mediatorial powers, the Englifh Minifter will proba- 
bly wait fome time before the delivery of the ultimatum ; from 
whence it may be concluded, that even though all difficulties 
rd be made eafy, the work of peace will {till meet with a long 
delay. 

Paris, O&. 31. In the night of Monday laft a Courier Ex- 
traordinary arrived with difpatches from St Reche, dated the 
rgtlyinftant. The news received hath put an end to recipro- 
cal inguietudes. The Englifh fleet repaffed the Streights in 
the mght-between the 18th and rgth. M. de Cordova refol- 
ved to give them battle, and was in purfuit of them, but Lord 
Howe, being inferior in force, availed himfelf of a thick fog, 
turned round the combined fleet, and ftole a march ; by this 
mangeusre he avoided an engagement, and regained the ocean. 
It is believed that the combined ficet is in purfuit of that of the 
Englith: One circumftance particularly piques our news-wri- 
ters, which is, that Lord Howe carried off with him Le Tri- 
umphast, a Spanifh thip, which the {torm had driven on the 
sith to Europa Point. ‘Fhe Princes have quitted the Camp 
of St Roche, and are expected here in a few days.

A letter from’ on board the Alexander man of war, ont of 
Lord Howe’s fleet, dared Oct. 22. fays, that after they had 
relieved the yarrifon of Gibraltar, they fell in with the combi- 
ned fes on-the aoth of Odlober, and engaged them for four 
hours and a half; that the Alexander and Sampfon were enga- 
ged with a thip of 110 guns, two of 80 guns, one of 74 guns, 
and a frigate; that one of the 80 gun fhips lolt her bowiprit, 
another her mizen-matt, all five of which they beat off. In the 
engagement, the Alexander had two men killed and four 
wauaded, and the Sampfon had two men kibled and one woun- 
ded, that the Spaniards took the firft opportunity to flip away ; 
and that if they had been to the windward, Lord Howe would 
have brought fome of the combined fleet to England. After 
the engagement Lord ,Howe laid by, expecting, as they had a 
fuperior force, he haying only 34 {fail of the line, and the com- 
bined fleet confifting of 4, that they would rénew the engage- 
ment, and therefore lay by two days; but onthe 22d a freih 
gale fpringing up, his Lordthip w-s preparing when the letter 
came away to go in quelt of them, in order to bring them toa 
general engagement. : 

To fo low an ebb are the finances of Spain reduced, that it 
is expected Government will foon cali upoa the whole nation 
to fend into the royal mint both the chareh and private plate. 
Something fimilar ro this was done in France the latter end of 
lat war. 

A lady lately acrived from France afferts, that in the firft 
companies there,peace is the con{tant topic, and that the Pari- 
fians long ardently for its confammation ; that Dr Franklin has 
been once or twice. publicly infuleed, and that there are not 
wanting among them thofe who abfolutely rejoiced in the relief 
of Gibraltar, pleafed at any event that could throw an odium 
on the meafures ofithe war Minifters.

This reckon- 
ing was made by a Spanifh Captain on the fpot, and is looked 
upon in France to be 2 true eftimate. 

A capital merchant in the city, it is confidently reported, 
has received a letter from:Amigua, which mentions that the 
Ville de Paris, the Glorieux, and the Centaur, are put into 
that ifland.

If Lord Rodney had commanded the ficet fent out to re- 
lieve Gibraltar, a correfpondent is of opinion, that the day of 
facing the combined ficet would have turned out a proud and 
glorious day for Great Britain. 

Notwithftanding there is no place in the univerfe where fuch 
numbers of merchant fhips are {een, as in the harbour of Am- 
fterdam, yet it is of moft difficult accefs, and it is fcarce pofh- 
ble for a fhip of heavy burden to enter into it. In the late 
hard weather feveral veflels went to pieces neat the Texel. 

Diffentions in the Cabinet tiever ran’ higher than at the pre- 
fent crifis. Lord Shelburne and the’ Richmond party there 
are at daggers drawn, and things are at fuch a ftate of uncer- 
tainty, that nothwithftanding the T'reafury letters exprefs bufi- 
nefs of the utmoft importance, coming on the firft day of the 
meeting of Parliament, we are well informed that no motion is 
yet entertained, even by the Cabinet Minifters, what bufinefs 
this can be. 

A report prevailed ftrongly yefterday at the weft end of the 
town, that Lord Shelburne would certainly refign before the 
meeting of Parliament, his Lordfhip having been abandoned by 
the Bedford party, on whofe ultimately fupporting him he has 
all along relied. Lord Grantham was mach talked of as his 
facceffor in the office of the Firft Lord of the Admiralty.

HE fcantinefs of the harveft, all over this kingdom, has 
occafioned the price of grain to rife to an enormous 
height, to the unfpeakable diftrefs of numbers of poor and in- 
duttrions families. Every {cheme for relieving~fuch diftrefs 
furely merits a candid reception from the Public. 

Many are prevented from affifting the necefltous through 
their indolence, and ignorance of proper objects of charity, and 
fo throw away their money upon fuperflaous entertainments, 
and thofe nuifances to fociety, common bepgars. For remedy 
whereof, let a flit (like that of the General Poft-office) be 
made in windows in proper parts of the town, the more private 
the better, under the direction of the Magiitrates or Minifters, 
(notice of all the places being inferred in the news-papers) and 
let the produce be Jaid out every weck in the purchafe of meal, 
to be diftributed among the puor of the different-parifhes of the 
capital, or prefbytery. The only inoftitution of the kind I 
know of is the box belonging to the Charity Work-houfe, fix- 
ed at the poftern gate leading to the Meadow ; than which no 
fituation could be imagined more improper, as the perpetual 
conflux of company at that pate renders it hardly poffible for 
any perfon to put in money without being obferved and flared 
at, which few or none will fubmit to; and the fhutting of the 
gate at fun-fet prevents night from wrapping fuch as defire it in 
her fable difguife. 

A gentleman, intending to go to the play, may drop in his 
three fhillings, and fpend the evening more rationally, as well 
a3 more pleafantly, in reading or converfation. Another, in 
his way to a tavern, may put in as much as his fhare of the 
bill would have amounted to, and return home to take cheefe, 
bread, and ale; and fo efcape drunkeanefs, and thofe exceffes, 
accidents, and difeafes, which are the conttant attendants on 
ebriety. 

There are fome who feldom or never go to church, but yet 
may be difpofed to relieve the poor. Such may put in a fhil- 
ling every Sunday, or now and then, 

It is to be hoped that, by fach means, no contemptible fum 
will be raifed; at leaft, let it be tried this winter, and the re- 
ceipts publifhed in the papers at {tated periods,
